(c)  Deaths; 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the 
year  as  belonging  to  the  Urban  District  was  49.  This  is 
equal  to  a death-rate  of  10.42  per  1,000  compared  with  a 
rate  of  11.7  for  the  country  generally.  The  comparability 
factor  to  correct  the  crude  death-rate  for  age  and  sex 
distribution  in  the  Urban  District  is  calculated  by  the 
Registrar  General  at  0.91*  this  on  multiplication  with  the 
aceual  rate  gives  a comparative  death-rate  of  9.48  per  1,000 
against  that  of  11.7  for  the  country  generally.

Services  a.e  taken  direct  from  the 
pumping  main  for  the  built-up  area  and  any  surplus  of 
supply  overflows  the  mains  into  two  storage  tanks 
situated  in  the  southernmost  tip  of  the  district.

The  maximum  quantity  of  water  pumped  in  one  day 
was  595 5 ^00  gallons. 

The  undertaking  supplies  the  whole  of  the  Urban 
District  and  the  village  of  c-risthorpe  in  the  Scarborough 
Rural  District. 

Ho  major  extensions  took  place  during  the  year; 

16  new  houses  were  provided  with  water  and  other  work 
included  a new  6”  main  on  Foreshore  Road  and  erection  of 
chlonnator  house  and  plant  at  Rosedale  reservoir  to  treat 
water  flowing  back  from  the  storage  reservoirs  into  the 
mains.  The  plant  has  been  operated  from  the  beginning 
of  December. 

new  water  scheme  is  in  course  of  preparation  by 
the  Council’s  consultants  and  has  already  been  submitted 
to  the  Ministry.

Unsatisfactory  drainage  arrange  lents  exist  at 
certain  premises  primarily  ' at  ..-.irey  Hill,,  loyal  Oak  and 
Beadale  Terrace.  These  are  now  regularly  serviced  by 
gully  emptier  to  reduce,  danger  of  nuisance. 

The  scheme  to.  extend  the  sewer  outfall  will 
greatly  improve  the  final  disposal  of  sewerage.  Float 
tests  carried  out  proved  satisfactory  to  the  Const ultants . 

Extensions  of  public  sewers  outside  the  built- 
up  areas  would  improve  drainage  problems 
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To  the  Chairman  and  members 
of  the  Health  Committee. 

Gentlemen , 


I present  the  first  annual  report  upon  the  work 
carried  out  by  the  sanitary  inspector,  although  the  actual 
period  covered  by  the  separate  appointment  only  covers  a 
period  of  nine  months.  The  late  Surveyor  and  Sanitary 
Ins  pec t or , hr.  R.  G.  Henderson,  resigned  at  the  end  of 
January  and  there  was  a lapse  of  two  months  before  the  new 
officers  took  up  their  posts. 

Luring  the  nine  months  of  the  appointment  a great 
deal  of  time  has  been  spent  on  the  problems  of  refuse  dis- 
posal, supervision  of  camps  and  unofficial  sites  where 
camping  takes  place  and  visits  to  Bullin' s Camp  which  caters 
for  a population  greater  than  the  permanent  population  of 
the  district. 

Food:  there  is  no  public  slaughtering  carried 

out  in  the  district  and  butcher  meat  is  supplied  from  the 
ministry  of  Food  Slaughtering  Centre  at  Bridlington.  Food 
premises  have  received  a fair  share  of  attention. 

Milk:  the  greater  proportion  of  milk  retailed 

in  Filey  falls  into  one  or  other  of  the  standard  grades j 
tuberculin  tested,  tuberculin  tested  (pasteurised;  and 
pasteurised  milks  are  all  supplied  from  surrounding  dis- 
tricts although  one  premises  have  been-  adapted  for  the 
pasteurisation  of  milk.  Certain  authority  had  bem  given 
for  the  establishment  of  pasteurisation  plant  in  these 
premises  previously  and  some  improvement  work  carried  out; 
it  was  my  unpleasant  duty,  however,  to  point  put  to  the 
occupier  that  the  work  done  was  insufficient  in  my  opinion. 
In  the  circumstances  the  occupier  was  remarkably  co-oper- 
ative and  when  the  new  milk  regulations  came  into  force  on 
1st  October  I was  able  to  report  to  the  County  Sanitary 
Officer  that  ..y  requirements  had  been  complied  with.  The 
plant  is  now  in  full  operation  with  only  one  further 
alteration,  provided  for  by  the  regulations,  and  samples 
taken  from  this  producer  have  been  consistently  satisfac- 
tory 

On  the  question  of  milk  production,  I cannot  let 
this  opportunity  pass  without  commenting  upon  the  possibly 
unsatisfactory  results  which  may  accrue  from  the  new  set 
up.  I feel  certain  that  inspection  of  farms  by  local 
authorities  was  likely  to  have  better  results  than  the 
present  separation  of  responsibilities  resulting  in  either 
overlapping  or  gaps  in  the  work.

The  Council  are  not  a Pood  and  Drugs 
Authority  and  no  powers  have  been  delegated  to  them  by 
the  County  Council. 

Water  Supply?  Water  is  supplied  to  all 
properties  within  the  District.  Samples  have  been  taken 
regularly  for  bacteriological  examination  from  delivery 
points  in  different  parts  of  the  town. 

Housing?  The  provision  of  housing  accomm- 
odation is  still  a major  problem.  There  are  over  200 
applications  for  accommodation  and  the  number  is  still 
increasing.  Preparation  for  the  new  Muston  Road  site 
is  proceeding  apace  and  it  is  anticipated  that  work 
on  roads  and  sewers  and  the  erection  of  the  first 
instalment  of  23  houses  should  start  by  the  early 
summer  of  1950.  The  whole  estate  as  envisaged  at  present 
provides  for  about  250  houses  and  should  provide  a 
s atisf actory  solution  to  the  housing  problems  of  the 
District. 
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Two  houses,  built  by  private  enterprise  and  purchased 
by  the  Council,  have  been  occupied  during  the  year,  and  14 
units  of  accommodation  provided  for  private  occupation. 

2 houses  are  in  course  of  erection. 

The  Council  have  erected  285  houses  and  manage  43 
bungalows  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The  types  of 
accommodation  comprise  the  following  ;

The  Council  have  accepted  the  responsibility  of 
providing  accommodation  for  certain  chief  officers  and  this 
accommodation  consists  of  ; 

1 house  attached  to  old  Council  Offices. 

2 houses , newly  occupied , at  Welford  Road. 

Work  under  the  Housing  Acts  is  very  light,  as  a 
seaside  resort  many  occupiers  of  houses  take  in  summer 
visitors  and  consequently  maintain  their  houses  at  a very 
high  standard,  with  beneficial  results  to  owners.  A number 
of  houses,  included  in  Clearance  Areas  in  respect  of  which 
Orders  have  been  confirmed,  still  stand  and  are  occupied; 
a scheme  to  provide  houses  for  the  tenants  concerned,  mainly 
fishermen,  has  been  delayed  due  to  circumstances  beyond  the 
Council’s  control;  other  similar  houses  awaiting  demolition 
have  not  been  so ' demolished  for  like  reasons. 

Camping  Sites;  there  is  one  licensed  camping  site 
in  the  District;  four  other  sites  exist  and  the  question  of 
their  abolition  is  continuously  before  the  Council.  It  is 
estimated  that  la  August  the  population  on  these  sites 
reaches  about  3,500. f 

Public  Cleansing;  the  removal  of  house  and  trade 
refuse  throughout  the. Urban  District  is  undertaken  by  the 
Council;  a weekly  service  is  given  to  dwelling  houses  and 
a twice  weekly  collection  made  at  Hotels  and  business 
premises  where  this  is  warranted.  Collection  is  made  by 
Harrier  Bantem  refuse  freighters,  3 in  number,  during  the 
season  and  refuse  is  tipped  on  a site  at  Scarborough  Road. 

The  unsatisfactory  state  of  the  tip  and  the 
provision  of  an  alternative  means  of  disposal  has  taken  up 
a great  deal  of  your  Inspector’s  time. 
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As  a result  of  consideration  of  the  matter  it 
was  decided  that  the  existing  site  should  he  used;  that 
tins  he  salvaged , and  the  necessary  work  of  controlling 
the  tip  he  undertaken.  Plant  to  obtain  covering  soil  is 
to  he  obtained  and’  details  are  being  worked  out.  It  is 
anticipated  that  soil  from  the  new  housing  estate  will- 
he  available,  and  that,  with  proper  control  the  site  will 
have  a number  of  years  life;  most  important  of  all,  the 
tip  will,  when  the  scheme  is  fully  operative,  cease  to 
he  a nuisance  and  ah  eyo-sorc , and.  when  full,  he  of  use 
for  cultivation  or  other  purposes. 

Salvage:  the  haling  and  sale  of  waste  paper, 

previously  a feature  of  the  Council’s  cleansing  service, 
has  perforce  boon  (discontinued  . In  common  with  other 
local  authorities  who  had.  .no  contract  for  the  disposal 
of  this  material,  Filey  .were  unable  to  sell  their 
salvage  and  the-  expenditure  could  not  ho  made  in  the 
hope  of  a re-opening  .market . A market  for  existing 
stocks,  estimated  at  20  tons,  is  being  sought. 

Uncrushed  tins  are  to  he  disposed  of  through 
the  Iron  and  Steel  Federation’s  Joint  Scrap  Survey 
Committee.  Haulage  from  tip  to  station' is  to  he  paid  and 
carriage*  the  only  expenditure  falling  upon  the  Council 
is  for  separation  of  tins  on  the  tip  and  an  allowance 
toward  the  cost  of  this  work  amounting  to  10/-  per  ton 
is  to  he’  made  to  the  Council. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  weight  of  tins  to  be 
disposed  of  is  about  30  tons. 

Scrap  metal,  other  than  tins,  is  disposed  of 
from  time  to  time  to  a local  merchant;  .the  income  from 
this  material  during  the  year  totals  £9.  11s.  Od.  The  .

Luring  tho  year  unsatisfactory  conditions  have  existed 
at  3 cesspools  in  the  District  situated  at  Airey  Hill  where  the 
overflow  finds  its  way  on  to  a public  road;  at  Royal  Oak  where 
the  effluent  from  a so-called  septic  tank  drains  to  low  lying 
land  nearby;  and  Seadale  where  effluent  drains  into  an  open 
drain  finding  its  way  down  Martin’s  Ravine  on  to  the  Beach. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Bridlington 
Corporation  for  the  mechanical  emptying  of  these  cesspools  at 
least  once  per  month,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  service  will, 
at  least,  mitigate  the  trouble  and  prevent  the  occurrence  of 
nuisance. 


Rodent  Control;  the  Council  employ  a rodent  operator 
for  the  work  of  rodent  control,  and  the  district  is  free  from 
serious  infestation.  The  operator  deals  with  private  and 
business  properties  and  the  Council’s  own  premises.
